Kray le^tode very difficult due to the fact that a large percentage of the 
populatlpii in distant rayons conelsta of northerii peoples, such as Chukchi, 
Eskimoe, Hyisiy Til ‘chi, and others, \*bo do not have a sufficient under ^ 
etaiiaing of tbe^^R language, On the other hand, many Komsomol mem- 

ber a vhb deliver lecturea and reports in the villages are unable to speak 
any of the native languages. Also, many of the young men end girls work- 
ing ih the reindeer brigades, or in the fishing or trapping Induetryj are 
vety far removed fr an cultural centers and often have Incomplete, or even 
Incorrect Idiow ledge regarding political events. This makes It difficult 
for them to understand the content of lectures and reports. KCmsOmol lec- 
turers have to US© Interpreters, which Is not always possible and often 
does hot have the noceseory effect . 

The I&^mscmol Ccamiittee of Chukot National Okrug has now taken steps 
tp Improve the altuhtlbn. It has been made a requirement for all KamSomol 
workers' to study the local native languages . The more educated , and talented 
Kcmsomcl members aiBorig the population are tralhed to read reports in 

their language; In addition, reports are translated from Russian into the 
Chukchi langaaga. 
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
